In  recent  years  the  Passaic  Valley  Conference,  the  most  power¬ 
ful  in  the  area,  has  been  constantly  deteriorating  to  a  point  where 
now  their  createst  rival,  the  Northern  New  Jersey  Interscholastic 
League,  Is  almost  as  strong.  To  many  of  you,  this  may  appear  to 
be  a  very  surprising  statement  but  nevertheless  the  truth.  What 
makes  It  even  more  astonishing  is  that  the  Passaic  Valley  Confer¬ 


ence  schools  have  a  much  larger  enrollment  than  the  NNJIL  schools. 
To  prove  this  statement  you  just  have  to  look  at  this  year’s  competi¬ 
tion  between  the  two  leagues. 

Before  Paterson  Eastside  could  make  the  trip  to  Atlantic  City  to 
compete  for  the  stale  basketball  championship,  they  first  had  to 
defeat  Hackensack  (an  NNJIL  team).  At  the  time  of  the  big  game 
Eastside  was  undefeated  against  other  P.V,C.  Schools  wheras  Hack¬ 
ensack  had  lost  a  few  times  to  other  NNJIL  teams,  On  the  day  of  the 
game  most  people  predicted  an  overwhelming  citory  for  Eastside. 
But  when  the  final  buzzer  was  sound,  Hackensack  had  won  by  a 
substantial  margin. 

The  same  thing  happened  in  baseball  when  first  place  Garfield 
of  the  P.V.C.  met  first  place  Bergenfield  of  the  NNJIL  in  the 
State  Tournament.  In  the  game  Garfield  started  their  ace  Jay  Ryan 
but  Bergenfield  was  forced  to  skip  over  their  star  pitcher  because 
he  had  just  finished  pitching  a  no-hitter  a  few  days  before.  After  the 
last  out  was  officiaUy  recorded,  the  scoreboard  read  Bergenfield  8 
and  Garfield  0. 

You  may  say  that  these  are  only  two  instances  but  neverthless 
these  two  NNJIL  teams  deserve  a  lot  of  credit  for  winning  in  the 
clutch.  As  for  the  P.V.C.;  it  is  really  sad  when  schools  with  the 
enrollment  of  Clifton,  Kennedy,  and  Eastside  can’t  come  up  with 
winning  teams  in  baseball  and  football.
